and Impediments whatſoever ; and what we are not able 
our ſelves to ſuppreſs or overcome, we ſhall reveal and make 
known, that it may be timely prevented or removed; All 
which we ſhall doe as in the ſight of Gov. 

And becauſe theſe Kingdoms are guilty of many ſins and proved 
cations «gainſt God, and bis Son Jeſus Chriſt, as is 16s manifeſt 
by our preſent diſtreſſes end dangers, the frvits thereof ; we profeſſe 
and declare before God and tbe World, our unfeined defire to be bum- 
bled for our own ſins, andfor the ſins of theſe Kingdoms, eſpecially, 
that we bave not as we ought, valued the ineftimable benefit of the 
Goſpel, that we have nit laborred for the purity and power thereof , 

and 
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that we bave not enfeavoured te receive Chriſt in our bearts, nor to 
walk worthy of bim in our lives, which are tbe cauſes of other ſins 
and Tranſgreſcions, ſo much abounding amongſt w; And our rue 
«nd unfeigned purpoſe, deſire, and indeauour for our ſelves, and al 
otbews under our power and charge, both in publique and private, 
in al duties we owe to God and man, to amend our lives , and each 
one to go before anotber in the example of a real Reformation, that 
the Le"d may txrn away bis wrath and indignation, and eſt«bliſh 
theſe Churches and Kingdomes in truth and peace And this Co- 
vbenant we make in the pzeſence of Almighty God the 
Searcher of all hearts, with a true intention to perfozm 
the ſame, as we ſhall anſwer at that great vay, vhen the 
ſecrets of all hearts ſhall be diſcloſed. Moſt bumbly beſerching 
the Lord to ſtrengthen w by his Holy Spirit for this end, and to 
bleſs our deſires and proceedings with ſuch Feed, « may be delive- 
rence and ſafety to bis people, and encouragement to otber Chris 
ſtiav Churches groaning under, or in danger of the yoke of Anuti- 
chriſtian tyranny, to joyn in the ſame, or like Aſſociation and Cove - 
nazt, to the glory of God, the enlargement of the Kingdom of Jeſns 
Chriſt, and the peacs amd Tranquility of Ch:iftian King- 
doms and Commonwealths.

cept, being ſinful, ſcandalous in their own nature, and of 
dangerous conſequence t$o all Poſteritie , if admitted, ap- 
proved,to encourage them tocommit perjurie,and violate all 
lawfull Oaths, Covenants, in ſucceeding Ages, to the ſcan- 
dal of Religion, and prejudice of Mankind, Wherefore this 
Oath, League,though againſt theſe judicial Precepts,not on- 
ly firmly bound the Princes who made them, and all the 
Congregation in_that Age, but King Saul himſelf, and all 
the 1ſraelites in ſucceſſion four hundred years after.

gainſt all Attempts, Treaſons, Conſpiracies, Traytors, and In- 
vaſions whatſoever ; yea preciſely prohibited to cffer the leaf 
violence , injury to their Perſons, Lives, and Regal Aubority, in 
tbought, word, or deed, Prov.

here recited , belides ſundry others of like nature taken by 
our eAnceſtors in former Ayes, which I pretermir, T herefore 
much more ftruny, indiifuluble, obliging to us and our Po- 
ſericies than theirs.
